REMARKS 



The foregoing amendments to the claims are submitted to more precisely recite the applicant's 
claimed invention. The applicants note that in claims 39 and 58, the term "Met 5 " is in brackets, 
consistent with proper chemical nomenclature. It is not intended that the term in such brackets 
be deleted. The claim should be read "[Met 5 ] enkephalin". 



Claims 64-72 have been added herein to claim specific aspects of the invention. The amendments 
presented herein result in a total of nine (9) additional dependent claims, resulting in a fee of
